One fam ily, the Jewells, w as missed, 
and the relief party returned to the res­ 
cue, headed by A. H. W aters and P res­ 
ident Bennett. 
The house where the 
Jew ells lived w as a little bunch of ashes 
and half an hour was spent In a vain 
search 
for 
the

fam ily.

patch some distance from the house. 
The fam ily of eight were in the field, 
the children covered w’ith wet blankets 
and sand, the adults with their faces 
in holes they had dug. and their bodies 
covered with dirt. The fam ily, includ­ 
ing an Infant tw o weeks old 
and a 
grandm other of 80 years, was rescued 
thoroughly exhausted, blackened by the 
smoke and dirt and nearly dead. They 
■were tenderly cared for and are now 
com fortably located here. 
The refugees from W allin lost every­ 
thing they had, but not m any of them 
had m uch more than their household 
furniture, while the Sullivan Lum ber 
Com pany owned the houses. 
Some of 
them have decided to locate here and 
already have found employm ent. O thers 
have gone to T raverse City, and still 
others have returned to W allin to con­ 
tinue In the employ of the Sullivan Com­ 
pany. A large tent has been erected on 
the site of the town and It serves as a 
boarding 
house, postoffice, store 
and 
general headquarters until more perm a­ 
nent arrangem ents can be made. 
The tow ns of Cleary, Copemlsh, In ­ 
terlochen and Grawn wTere threatened 
by the flames, but by vigorous and tim e­ 
ly backfiring the danger w as averted 
and no fears are entertained, unless the 
wind should rise. A few farm ers have 
lost their crops and outbuildings, but 
m ost of them have guarded ag ain st such 
disaster, and farm houses will be seen 
all along the line of the railroad su r­ 
rounded apparently by the sm ouldering 
fire but untouched. 
There are fires In the woods through 
all the country north of here to M ack­ 
inaw City, and west to the lake, but, 
b arring high wind, no danger is appre­ 
hended now by any of the tow ns and by 
but few of the farm ers. Much hemlock 
bark and large quantities of standing 
tim ber has been injured, but no lives 
have been lost.

Customs R eceipts Far B etter Than Pub- 
lie Officials Had A nticipated. 
W ashington, Ju ly 15.—In spite of the 
large deficiency reported for the first 
tw elve days of this fiscal year, the cus­ 
tom receipts for th a t period exceed those 
for the corresponding period in Ju n e of 
this year and are som ething like $3,000,- 
000 ahead of the receipts for the sam e 
length of time a year ago. Unless there 
is a big slum p tow ard the end of the 
m onth the custom receipts for Ju ly will 
be nearly $28,000,000, an d Ju ly is consid­ 
ered a poor m onth for im portations. 
B u t it is not alone in custom s th a t the 
governm ent receipts are swelling; the 
internal revenue is also producing its 
share. 
F o r the tw elve day s of this 
m onth internal-revenue receipts have 
reached $7,070,043. 
A year ago for a 
sim ilar period, when the W ilson bill was 
u n d er consideration in the senate and 
th e distillers were anxious to w ithdraw 
w’hisky from bond to escape the in­ 
creased tax, the internal-revenue 
re­ 
ceipts reached $11,910,068, alm ost $1,000,- 
000 a day. But the year previous—1893— 
there w as no tariff discussion and the

Young Harmon’s Conflict with a College 
Faculty Years Ago, 
A story about the college life of Judge 
Judson Harmon was told 
by a class­ 
m ate of the attorney-general the other 
day, says a Columbus correspondent of 
the Cleveland Leader. 
Nearly thirty 
years ago Judge Harmon was a student 
in Denison university at Granville. At 
commencement time in those days it 
was the custom of the senior class to 
issue a publication called the Pasquin, 
which always contained m atter of the 
most vituperous sort, and the ditorials 
were often directed at the most prom­ 
inent people In the city, as well as the 
professors of the school. The greatest 
m ystery surrounding the publication 
and distribution of the sheet and the 
very secrecy of it insured the contrib­ 
utors from unpleasant results. 
Judge 
Harmon was a member of the class of 
of ’66. In the Pasquin of that year there 
appeared many bitter denunciations of 
and personal thrusts at the faculty. De­ 
spite the safety which the editors sup­ 
posed surrounded their pointed thrusts, 
the faculty dem onstrated 
th at 
they 
knew the source of the writings. 
On 
commencement day all of the students 
received their 
parchm ents 
excepting 
young Harmon. He alone was punished 
for his connection with the Pasquin. 
It took only a minute for the students 
to understand the slight to Harmon, 
and they proved their loyalty to him by 
holding an indignation meeting in thn 
fraternity hall. Resolutions were adopt­ 
ed in which the students foreswore al­ 
legiance to the college unless Harm on’s 
diploma was forthcoming and he was 
placed on an equal footing with the oth­ 
ers. 
The board of trustees demurred 
and finally agreed to confer honors up­ 
on Harmon privately, but the students 
refused the offer. Next day they hired 
a band, formed a big procession and 
marched to the little church where the 
commencement exercises had been held. 
The citizens of Granville had learned 
the facts and they turned out in force 
to watch developments. 
The trustees 
were sent for and President Talbot pre­ 
sented Harm on’s diploma with fitting 
dignity and expressions of praise. The 
victory of the students was celebrated 
in true college style, and the present 
attorney-general of the United States 
was the lion of the hour.
